15 1. An order management device, comprising: 

a first input means for inputting data of orders made by 
customers ; 

a display means for showing the order data input through 
said first input means; 
20 a storage means for storing the order data input through 

said first input means; 

a second input means having a clear key for clearing the 
order data on said display means if the order has been prepared 
and also having a regeneration key for regenerating the order 
25 data once cleared through said clear key; and 
a control means for controlling 

said display means so as to show the order data input 
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through said first input means, 

said storage means so as to store the last-named 

order data, 

said display means so as to clear the order data 
5 shown thereon, if the order has been prepared, in response to 
the operation of said clear key of said second input means, and 
so as to retrieve the last-named order data, once cleared through 
said clear key, from said storage means and to regenerate the 
data on said display means , in response to the operation of said 
10 regeneration key. 

2. An order management device of claim 1, wherein said 
control means controls said display means so as to regenerate 
the order data, once cleared through said clear key, in the 
15 reversed order of clearance in response to the operation of said 
regeneration key.

[0018] If the regeneration key of the input means (4) is pressed 
down in the above-mentioned step Sll, a menu selection key is 
pressed down for specifying the menu to be regenerated on the 
display (step S16), and the menu having already been prepared 
(cooked) is then regenerated on the display (step S17). FIG. 
3(a) shows an example of a screen image appearing at that time. 
In this example , neither table number nor menu number is specified

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(with no input from the menu selection key) , and the data is 
arranged in the reversed order that the data has once been cleared . 
At that time, a single screen image can contain only a limited 
number (four, in FIG. 3(a)) of data records, and thus earlier 
5 data records can be shown each upon every pressing down of the 
regeneration key, at the bottom of the data on the display. FIG. 
3(b) shows an example in which the table number and the menu 
number of the data to be regenerated are specified. In both 
of the examples of FIG. 3(a) and FIG. 3(b), if the clear key 
10 is pressed down (step S18), the screen image the same as that 
shown prior to the regeneration performed, appears on the screen 
once again (step S19).
